PROSPECT : 1901-2000, 


In 1800 the population of the United States 
was 5,308,483; in 1890 it was 62,622,250; and 
in 1900, by the report of the new census, it 
was 76,304,709. These figures tell a won- 
derful story, and yet tell little of the real de- 
velopment of the country. The census fig- 
ures of 1900 are not yet in shape to give us 
returns of the increase of wealth, or of school 
facilities, or of literacy. Through half the 
century and more there was a large slave pop- 
ulation absolutely debarred from schooling; 
to-day there are few communities in which 
the children, white or black, have not full op- 
portunities of elementary schooling, and even 
of higher education. Since the great wave 
of emigration began, which has been checked 
only in recent years, there have poured into 
this country vast numbers of people from 
other lands, many of them unschooled and 
illiterate; but these nations, as it may almost 
be said, have come with impulse toward and 
appetite for education, so that in the great 
West they and their descendants have come 
fully up to American standards, while among 
the illiterate population, such as crowds the 
east side of New York City, for instance, the 
avidity for education for their children is ex- 
traordinary to the last degree. What the fig- 
ures of population and the increasing propor- 
tion of the educated may be as the new 


century grows old, no prophet can foretell. | 
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But the striking fact confronts us that in no 
nation is there such a reading public, and in 
no nation is there likely to be larger in- 
crease of a great body of readers. 

In the later years of the past century the 
appetite for reading has been fed by many 
channels, so that, as far as the book trade is 
concerned, there has been no growth approx- 
imating the phenomenal increase of demand 
for reading. If any adequate estimate could 
be made of the actual amount of reading mat- 
ter furnished by the magazine and newspaper 
press within the last few years the result 
would be astounding indeed. Acres of for- 
ests are now required as raw material for 
one day’s issue of a great newspaper, and 
square miles to meet its yearly demands; and, 
except for the use of waste product, like 
straw, and the utilization of old paper mate- 
rial, over and over again, the paper problem 
might be almost like the coal problem—a mat- 
ter of future anxiety. Indeed, the book trade 
has not been without its indications in the 
same direction in the enormous sales of cur- 
rent fiction referred to in our closing number 
of the year, and in the great multiplication of 
editions of standard and ex-copyright works 
in cheap or in library editions. On the whole, 
however, the book trade, and particularly the 
bookselling trade, has made less progress in 
proportion to the increase of population of its 
natural market than almost any other. 

The significant publication, on New Year’s 
day, of the new century issue of the New 
York World, for a day only, under the editor- 
ship of Mr. Alfred Harmsworth of The Lon- 
don Mail, is an indication of the recognition 
that the newspaper in its present huge form, 
and particularly the Sunday issue, is over- 
done, and that there may be likelihood of a 
return, within a few years, to an interest in 
more permanent literature in more permanent 
shape. When that time comes the book trade 
should be in position to make the best of it, 
and it should, indeed, intelligently co-operate 
toward bringing about this desirable result. 
Books will be read and bought in huge and 
incalculable numbers in the new century. The 
public, trained by bettered service in all di- 
rections, will demand better service from the 
bookseller ; and it must be the aim of the book 
trade to respond in advance to this demand— 
in fact to present the supply in such shape 
that it will induce demand. The organization 
of the Publishers’ Association and of a 
booksellers’ association is, therefore, an 
important step in the right direction, 
which may produce very large results 
in the near future. For a function of such 
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organizations—not less important than ques- 
tions of prices—is to bring together for care- 
ful apreciation of the wider relations of their 
business, the several members of the trade 
from all parts of this broad laid, to the end 
that a higher ideal may be put before each, 
and the best working methods of reaching 
that ideal and the larger success may be de 
veloped. 

In this first number of the new century 
THE PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY sends its greeting 
to publishers and booksellers alike in the be- 
lief that the prospect before the trade, de- 
spite all discouragements of past and present 
is that, in the coming years, the American 
book trade shall become again one of the 
most important factors in American life and 
development. 


ON “ THE MAKING OF BOOKS.” 


_ Mr. Tueoporr L. De Vinne, says W. Irv- 
ing Way in the Inland Printer, “apropos 
the grand prize for good printing at Paris 
makes some comments in the New York 
Times Review* on the imitators of Will- 
iam Morris, which would be severer than 
they are if not tempered by so much good 
humor.” Jt seems that the prize was not 
awarded to any printer of England, Germany 
or France, but to the Imprensa Nacional of 
Lisbon, Portugal. “In this sans-culotte pe- 
riod of typography,” says Mr. De Vinne, “it 
is a great pleasure to find that there is at 
least one living printer who faithfully pre- 
serves the traditions and practices of orderly 
printing’—the traditions of Bodoni, Didot. 
How much depends upon the point of view! 
The paper, ink and presswork in Bodoni’s 
books leave little to be desired. But Mr. 
Morris saw only the “sweltering hideousness 
of the Bodoni letter, the most illegible type 
that was ever cut, with its preposterous thicks 
and thins.” Mr. De Vinne, who has a copy 
of the Lisbon book, tells us that the types are 
“large and light-faced Roman and italic, very 
close-fitted (tincommonly readable, although 
of light face,) and are of great beauty. They 
have the old-style mannerisms, divested of 
their hard angularity. Neither Bodoni, nor 
Didot, nor Jackson more thoroughly demon- 
strated the absurdity of the dictum now pro- 
mulgated by amateurs that types must be 
bold and black to be readable. The types of 
this book can be read easily in an imperfect 
light or at an unusual distance, under condi- 
tions where the Gothic types of William Mor- 
ris would be illegible.” To parody a saying 
of one of George Eliot’s characters, “a dif- 
ference in taste in types is a great strain of 
the affections.” The amateur and the pro- 
fessional craftsman seem to be about as far 
apart as ever they were. And it is about as 
easy for one to share Mr. De Vinne’s dislike 
of the freakish attempts of the late Mr. An- 
drew Tuer as it is to share his admiration 
for the meritorious books produced by Pick-

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ering and Whittingham; but when Mr. De 
Vinne kicks dust into the eyes of the sage of 
East Aurora, of Mr. Vale Ricketts, of the 
new Elston Press, and of our own Mr, Ralph 
Seymour. it is ‘quite another matter. Mr. 
Seymour’s work is not in line with the work 
of the others mentioned, it is true, but it is 
an innovation none the less—and perhaps a 
trifle startling, if not flamboyant in its result. 
Mr. Seymour’s books are printed from blocks 
reproduced from pen-work, but one ventures 
to think that the results would be better if 
his facilities were better. Dignity, simplicity, 
correct orthography and good colors are as 
necessary to successful block-printing now as 
they were in the time of the eccentric genius, 
William Blake. Mr. De Vinne is not intol- 
erant, but he is quite sincere when he tells us 
that “at no period in the history of printing 
has there been more extravagance and eccen- 
tricity in the form of types or more silly af- 
fectations in the composition of types than 
there is now. There never was a time when 
orderly workmanship was more disparaged, 
and vulgarisms and uncouthness had more 
generous toleration.” Morris was not pleased 
with his Golden type, but it “opened the 
ball.” Mr. De Vinne may not be quite satis- 
fied with his ‘font of Renner type, which was 
designed as a happy mean as between what is 
too black and what is too thin—but he is silent 
concerning it in the New York Times Review 
article referred to. It is not a bad thing for 
good printing, perhaps, that the amateur and 
the regular professional should not be at 
one—an honest difference of opinion is often 
productive of good results, and some amateur 
or some professional may, in his floundering, 
succeed in hitting upon results completely 
satisfactory to all.”

Horace E. Scupper has just finished the 
first draft of his biography of Lowell. It is to 
be published early im the fall. 


THe twenty-fifth anniversary of the liter- 
ary activity of Henryk Sienkiewicz, the Po- 
lish novelist, was celebrated on December 22, 
at Warsaw. The ceremonies included the 
presentation of a large estate. 


GILBert Parker, author of “The Battle of 
the Strong,” which has now reached 40,000 
impressions, has been elected a member of 
Parliament from Gravesend, an old town ly- 
ing across the Thames from Tilbury, in Lon- 
don. Hildebrand Harmsworth, one of Harms- 
worth Bros.. the publishers of a dozen or so 
magazines and periodicals, was his Liberal 
opponent; but the novelist denounced the 
Boers, called for a strong government in the 
Transvaal, rebuked the anti-imperialists, and 
won by a handsome majority. “The Battle 
of the Strong” has been dramatized, and is 
now “on tour,” Miss Marie Burroughs taking 
the part of Guida. The novel has been con- 
tinuously successful since its publication. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 


Major ALEXANDRE ALBERTO DA ROoOcHA 
SerPA Pinto, the African exploror, died at 
Lisbon, December 28. Major Pinto was born 
at the Téndaes, in the Province of Douro, 
Portugal, April 20, 1846. During 1877- 1879 
he crossed Africa from Benguella to Durham, 
which expedition he admirably described in 
a work which has been translated into many 
languages—“How I Crossed Africa.” 


Proressor Moses Corr Ty er, head of the 
department of American history of Cornell 
University, died at his home in Ithaca, N. Y., 
December 28. Professor Tyler was born in 
Griswold, Conn., August 2, 1835. He was 
graduated from Yale College in 1857, after 
which he studied theology. He was pastor of 
the Congregational Church in Poughkeepsie, 
N. Y., from 1860 to 1862. Later he studied 
four years in England, and on his return de- 
livered lectures which attracted attention, and 
he was called to the professorship of English 
literature in the eet Michigan. He 
went to Cornell in 1881 e became an Epis- 
copalian and was ordained deacon in 1881; 
in 1883 he was ordained priest. He was lit- 
erary editor of The Christian Union from 
1873-1874, and contributed frequently to re- 
views and magazines. Among his published 
works are: “History of American Literature 
during the Colonial Period, 1606-1765;” “The 
Literary History of the American Revolu- 
tion;” “The Brawnville Papers;” “Life of 
Patrick Henry;” “Three Men of Letters;” 
“Manual of English Literature;” and 
“Glimpses of England.” 


Icnatius DonNELLY, who has been prom- 
inent for many years in politics and literature, 
died at Minneapolis, Minn., January 1. He 
was born in Philadelphia, November 3, 1831, 
and went to Minnesota in 1853, where he 
soon became prominent in politics. From 
1859 to 1863 he was Lieutenant-Governor, and 
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for a short time Governor, of Minnesota, and 
from 1863 to 1869 its representative in Con- 
gress. In recent years he was connected with 
the People’s Party, by which he was nomi- 
nater for the Vice-Presidency in the last 
campaign. is first published work was en- 
titled “Atlantis, the Ante-Diluvian World,” 
which attracted considerable attention. In it 
he attempted to demonstrate that there once 
existed. in the Atlantic Occan, opposite the 
Straits of Gibraltar, a large island known to 
the ancients as Atlantis. This was followed 
by “Ragnarok,” in which he tried to show 
that the deposits of clay and gravel on the 
earth were the result of a collision. His 
book, “The Great Cryptogram,” in which he 
attempted to prove that the Shakespeare’s 
plays had been written by Bacon, made him 

nown as well in Europe as in this country. 
His other more important works are “Czsar’s 
Column,” “Dr. Huguet,” “The Golden Bottle,” 
and “The American People’s Money.” For 
five years he published The Anti-Monopolist, 
a weekly newspaper advocating the green- 
back policy. Up to the time of his death he 
edited The Representative, a reform journal 
published at Minneapolis, and managed a 
large farm near Hastings.

Tue Cornhill Booklet for January contains 
a continuation of Eugene Field’s popular 
“Tribune Primer” stories. These _ stories, 
which have been culled from The Denver 
Tribune of 1881 and 1882, are here published 
for the first time in book form and the col- 
lector of first editions and the thousands who 
have laughed over the “Tribune Primer” 
sketches will now welcome their sequel “A 
Little Book of Nonsense.” 


The Literary Era, published in Philadelphia 
by Henry T. Coates & Co., with the January 
number, appears in an entirely new dress, 
doubled in size, and greatly altered in char- 
acter. William S. Walsh conducts “The Ob- 
server,” a running comment on current lit- 
erary happenings in America; James Walter 
Smith writes from London, giving an ac- 
count of what is going on in English literary 
circles; and Henry F. Keenan, John Gilmer 
Speed, Thomas Allen Glenn, W. G. Jordan, 
and Owen Wister furnish contributions on 
literary subjects.
